THE OTHER DAY 


A friend was talking about. 
the past history of Thanks- 
giving Day, and it is inter- 
esting to review how it came 
to be celebrated annually in 
all the States and Canada only 
in recent years. 

It is well known that the 
earliest harvest Thanksgiving 
in North America was held by 
Pilgrim Fathers in 1621, and 
that thereafter it was repeat- 
ed in various years, but it 
was not an annual affair, In 
fact 155 years later it had 
not yet become a yearly cele- 
bration. During the Revolution 
the Continental] Congress re- 
commended days of Thanksgiving 
and again after the treaty of’ 
1783 which officially ended 
the Revolution, the Congress 
suggested that a day of Thank- 
sgiving be offered for peace. 

Thereafter Thanksgiving Days 
were sporadic and local in 
nature until another 74 years 
went by. Then in 1863, 242 
years after the first Thanks- 
giving day, the fourth Thurs- 
day of November was set aside 
for giving Thanks, and each 
year since then it has been 
set aside by proclamation of 
the President and the Gover- 
nors of the states as a legal 
holiday. In Canada Thanksgiv- 
ing Day is celebrated on the 
second Monday in’ October. 

It is a day for all of us to 
count our blessings, and sur- “ 
prise ourselves with the 
length of the list. All year 
long we strive to be on your 
list, and again promise that 
we shall continue to do so.
